Mr. Hipsh’s income 
was sufficient to supply her with fash- 
icnable gowns and many luxuries to 
which she was unaccustomed in earlier 
life.

BUFORD, 11l.,.Sept. 26.—Three men 
who used nitroglycerin to blow open 
the vault in the Bluford Bank here 
early this morning wrecked the front 
of the building and got away, taking 
with them at least $420 in coins and 
possibly a larger amount. 

They were seen and watched by 


Door of Safe Blown Through 





Louis Brookman, whose home is' 
across the street from the bank, but 
being unarmed and having no tele-! 
phone in the house, Brookman was 
powerless to check their operations. 
Until the wreckage ‘s cleared away, 
the exact amount taken will’ not be 
known.. so far officials of the bank 
can only state pecsitively that $420, 
which was in the outer vault, is miss- 
ing. This money was in silver and, gold 
coin and was in a sealed leather bag. 
There is no evidence that the coin 
was scattered by the explosion and it is 
regarded as certai:: that after blowing 
up the bank the robbers found the bag 
in the ruins and carried it away. 
Until it is determined whether the in- 
ner vault as well as the outer one was 
entered’ thére Will be ho way of telling 
whether several hundreds of. dollars of 
deposits kept there were disturped. 
Biuford is six ‘miles east of Mount 
Vernon and 65 miles east of St. Louis 
and its population is 160, 


Four Explosions Shake Town 
The noise of the four explosions 


which wrecked the bank was heard’ by 
everyone in town, but the citizens were 
so panic-stricken that no effort was 
made to capture or chase the robbers. 
Brookman, arter the first explosion, 
went to the front window of his home 
from which he had an unobscured view 
of the bank across the street. 

Three men were standing in front of 
his store, which adjoins his residence. 
He could hear the sound of their voices, 
but could not make out what they said. 
There was a second explosion a minute 
after the first one. 

The three men, waiting until they 
were sure the charge had spent its 
force, entered the bank through the 
front door. Twe went back into the 
building and one remained near the 
door as a lookout. 


Stayed in Bank Half Hour. 
The men remained in the bank half an 


hour. Then they ran out and again 
sought refuge near Brookman’s store. 
They had scarcely reached there when 
there was an explosion, followed by 
another at an interval of 10 seconds. 
Brookman saw the big steel door of 
the vault crash through the front of the 
building and land in the middle of the 
street. 
Clouds of smoke and lime dust hid 
the three robbers from view and Brook- 
man did not see them again. 
No tracks have been found near the 
bank to indicate that they used horses 
or a rig in escaping. 
It was learned this morning that the 
robbers first broke into the tool house 
of the Southern Railway and stole 
@rowbars and chisels with which to 
force the bank doors. ; 
Though the last explosion oecurred at 
1 a. m., no citizen of Bluford went to 
the bank until daylight and it was then 
considered too late to organize a posse. 
The Bluford Bank is a private insti- 
tution, with a capital stock ‘of $10,000. 
Louis Pavey of Mount Vernon is presi- 
dent; G. L. Taylor, vice-president, and 
W. F. Partridge, cashier. Miss Stella 
Trask is assistant cashier. She heard 
the explosions, but like all other citi- 
zens of Bluford, she was afraid to ven-

MANILA, Sept. %.—Official dispatches 
from southern ports say it is rumored | 
that the revenue cutter Sora has been | 
captured by Moro pirates and the crew 
murdered. The authorities have been 
unable to get confirmation of the rumor, 
although dispatches have been sent to 
all adjacent points. 

The Sora was used as a patrol boat 
aginst the Moro pirates of the southern 
archipelago in the general campaign 
against smuggling inaugurated by the 
insular government a short time ago. It 
Was commanded by Capt. EB. A. Mc- 
Gorty and carried a crew of 14 all 
Filipinos. 

The cutter left Balabao, 20 miles south 
of Palanan, carrying J. L. Perrine, col- 
lector of the port, who was bound to 
Sandakan in British North Borneo, to 
purchase supplies. Nothing has been 
heard of the vessel since. 


Moros Said to Have Slain Crew. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2%.—Inqutries 
are being made today by the Insular 
Bureau of the War Department regard- 
ing the report from Manila that the 
little revenue cutter Sora has been cap- 
tured by Moro pirates and her crew of 
14 murdered.

PORTLAND, Me., Sept. %.—In reply 
te a query from the Post-Dispatch, 
Commander Robert E. Peary admitted | 
for the first time today that he had not 
only feared when he set out on his last | 
pole expedition that Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook would ‘attempt a dash to the pole 
with Peary’s Eskimos and supplies, but 
that he had set down his fears in a 
sealed document, which he left behind 
t.im. 

“Before I started North on my last 
expedition, sald the explorer, “I took 
the precaution to leave behind me a rec- 
ord of what was doing and what had 
already been done in the regions I was 
about to return to.

Marooned in Snewstorm. 

The owner, captain and crew, with the 
Eskimos, reached shore in small boats 
with a small quantity of food. An ef- 
fort was made to reach a whaler in 
Hudson Bay, but the snow was too deep 
and they were driven back. With the 
food supply exhausted the white men 
and natives subsisted on the flippers or 
such seals as they could shoot on ice 
and the skins were fed to the dogs. 
This was their principal food all win- 
ter. 

Often they could not find any seals 
and the entire party went hungry. In 
the spring, deer were shot and food was 
more plentiful, but everyo was on 
an allowance of one —* day be- 
sides the meats. For a long time the 
meat supply was low and was only re- 
plenished by the killing of a polar bear 
a few days before the Jeanie reached 
Cape Haven. 

Two of the crew, William Morrison 
and Richie, had left the station in De- 
cember to make their way “to Mica 
Mines Island, in Hudson Bay. Morrison 
had frozen both feet and gangrene had 
set in in one foot. 

Wemen Amputated Sallor’s Foot. 

Part of this foot was amputaied by 
Eskimo women, but it did not stop the 
&a@ngrene. He was in bad condition 
when the last news came from him in 
July. When the Jeanie arrived at Cape 
IIlaven, @ three days’ delay was caused 
by sending a gasoline launch in séarch 
of Morrison; but he was not found, and 
the party came south: without him. . 

Owner Grant and Capt. Brown did not 
know that they were being mourned as 
being dead and were much surprised at 
the news on reaching here. 

Last winter bottles were found on the 
coast of Ireland with the message tha! 
the Snowdrop had hit an iceberg and 
was sinking. When the ship did not 
arrive this was accepted as confirma- 
tion of the message; which was a hoax.

Iu a letter to Prosecuting Attorney 
Shackleford, Gov. Hadley expresses the 
opinion that the contest was a public 
boxing match in violation of law, and 
directs that the officers of the club 
whv obtained the injunction against the 
Sheriff should be cited for contempt, 
or that informations should be issued 
against them. 

The letter says in part: 

“yt consider that the apparent fraud 
that was practiced upon the court in 
the securing of his temporary restrain- 
ing order was a greater offense than 
the giving of the boxing match itself. I, 
therefore, suggest to you that you bring 
these facts to the attention of Judge 
Wurdeman and ask hat the persons 
who secured this temporary restraining 
order be cited for contempt, and bring 
before the grand jury the question as 
to whether the person who verified the 
petition was guilty of perjury, or, if 
the facts seem reasonably clear, tha 
you proceed against him directly by in- 
formation.”’ 

Judge Wurdemann now says that he 
was imposed upon by persons represent- 
ing that the contest was to be in pri- 
vate with only the members of a bona 
fide club as spectators. 

The affidavit on which the injunction 
was granted was signed by Meredith B.

The petition accompanying the affi- 
davit was signed only by Arthur N.

2:30 p. m., Thursday, the day of the 
fight,” sald Sager. “Johnson, Tommy 
Leahy, Tom Leonard and others whose 
names I don’t know, came to my office. 
They showed me a charter held in the 
name of Commercial Club, a corpora- 
tion. They also exhibited a list of mem- 
bers and a minute-book showing that 
meetings of the club had been held and 
that it had been duly organized.

NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—Talbot J. Tay- 
lor, broker, and Marie Zane Cowles, di- 
vorced wife of William Northryp 
Cowles, were married on last Thursday 
in» Stamford, Conn., by Justice of the 
Peace Samuel Young. Less than six 
months ago tha appellate division of 
the Supreme Court in this county af- 
firmed the decree of divorce that Jessica 
Keene Taylor, daughter of James R. 
Keene, had obtained a year before. In 
that action she had named Mrs. Cowles 
as co-respondent. 

The wedding is the ‘outcome of an 
acquaintance that began in 1897, when 
Marie Zabella Zane, daughter of Ed- 
mund P. Zane, was a San Francisco 
belle. 

Talbot J. Taylor, a good-looking 
young Georgia::, had married Keene’s 
daughter in 1892. Keene frowned on the 
courtship at first, but after the mar- 
riage he set his son-in-law up as a 
stock broker, with the result that Wall 
street success soon came Taylor's way. 
In July, 1903, Talbot J. Taylor & Co. 
failed, as the result of a panic in the 
street. 

Broker and Girl Form Pian. 
After Taylor became infatuated with 
Miss Zane it developed on the trial of 
Mrs. Taylor’s action, a scheme was de- 
vised to establish closer lations be- 
tween the Western girl and the broker.

Another form of aphasia is agraphia, 
that is, the sufferer is unable to write 
an intelligible sentence. Hussey has 
that also. He can write words but can- 
not write them consecutively into sen- 
tences that mean anything.
